Tom Hammond is un¬ 
derstandably cautious 
when recounting his near¬ 
death experience at the 
hands of two armed rob¬ 
bers that so blatantly vio¬ 
lated one of the safest 
communities of families 
and friends—the Sierra 
Madre Canyon. 

In the middle of this 
sanctuary sits Mary's Mar¬ 
ket, filled with history and 
convenience. Tom and his 
wife Patricia have been 
running the store without 
incident from TAM to 9 
PM for nearly 3 years. 

That streak was broken 
Saturday at 4:30 PM when 
two young black males 
walked into Mary's and 
asked to use the restroom. 
Tom thought it was odd 
that both went into the 
room built for one—but 
didn't give it much 
thought. He also thought it 
was odd when they bought 
a yogurt and said that their 
mother would be bring 
money later—but Tom's 
an easy going guy. So 
when they spilled the yo¬ 
gurt on his bakery counter 
he didn't think twice of 
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Just when we thought it was safe in Sierra Madre, Mary's Market, heated in the hwer 
canyon, was robbed at gun point on Saturday afternoon. Matt Kincaid/SMN 


wiping it up. 

That's when they hit 
him on the back of the 
head, threw him against 
the counter and pointed 
what's thought to be a .45 
handgun to his head. 

While one forced Tom 
to the ground the other 
struggled with the cash 
register. Wanting to defuse 
the increasingly irate rob¬ 
bers. he helped them with 
the register. But when they 
ordered him into the back 
room, he said no. 

"One of them told me to 


get into the back room and 
I felt they were going to 
shoot me. I kept thinking, 
'Am I going to hear the 
shot?' There was no way 1 
wanted to go back there 
and 1 told them no." Tom 
said. 

Miraculously they took 
no for an answer, miracu¬ 
lously none of Tom's reg¬ 
ulars nor his wife were in 
the store in the middifsof 
the afternoon, and miracu¬ 
lously the regular custom¬ 
er eating yogurt outside 
didn't see or hear anything. 


The two robbers ripped 
the phone out of the wall, 
took cash and cigarettes, 
and fled down Woodland 
on foot, presumably to a 
waiting car. 

The pair are described 
as light-skinned blacks, 
ages 17-22, and one wore 
a Bud-Ice t-shirt with a 
soccer emblem on the 
back.

Mallen Withdraws 
Appeal...City Objects

It’s the story that you 
thought had run out of 
twists and turns. The ap¬ 
peal of Sierra Madre’s ter¬ 
mination of Sallyanne 
Mallen was winding 
down, right? All over but 
the shouting? Actually, 
there was one turn left. 
Mallen’s attorney, Linda 
Thornton, has announced 
that Mallen wishes to with¬ 
draw her appeal effort to 
regain her job. Further¬ 
more, the City’s attorney, 
Debra Bray, is opposing 
the withdrawal. 

Three full days of testi¬ 
mony and hearings had 
concluded on August 20th. 
This was supposed to be 
followed by the filing of 
three briefs, one from 
Thornton, one from Bray, 
and another from Thorn¬ 
ton, followed by the City 
Council’s decision; how¬ 
ever, in lieu of filing a 
closing brief, Thornton 
sent City Attorney Charles 
Martin a letter announcing 
Mallen’s wishes to halt the 
proceedings. 

The reason given was 
that following the hearing, 
Mallen believes that 
should she win, she will 
return to a hostile work 


environment. Said Thorn¬ 
ton, “The hearing changed 
her view of things. She 
thought that if the Council 
knew how she’d been 
treated, they’d see things 
differently.” Thornton has 
stated previously that she 
didn’t feel she was al¬ 
lowed to present all of the 
relevant evidence in the 
hearing. Specifically, she 
intended to establish a pat¬ 
tern of treatment that 
Mallen dealt with at the 
hands of City staff; how¬ 
ever, most of the incidents 
she attempted to introduce 
into evidence were ruled 
as being out of the scope of 
the hearing. 

“She had a misappre¬ 
hension about what would 
happen,” elaborated 
Thornton, “She realized it 
would be the same envi¬ 
ronment if she won. She 
came to the conclusions 
that the best case scenario 
for her would not solve 
anything. I think it’s a 
great loss to the City. She 
was a valuable employee.” 

While Thornton be¬ 
lieves that as the appellant, 
Mallen can break off the 
hearing at will, the City’s 
attorney, Debra Bray, dis¬ 
agrees. “The hearing is 
over. The City had the bur¬ 


den of proof, and I believe 
we met it. It’s disappoint¬ 
ing that the hearing may 
turn out to be meaning¬ 
less.” Bray speculated that 
the withdrawal may be an 
effort to get a second at¬ 
tempt to introduce some of 
the evidence that the ap¬ 
pellant wished to be a part 
of this hearing; if the 
Council ruled, their deci¬ 
sion on the evidence they 
heard would be either 
binding or at least weight¬ 
ed heavily; if no ruling is 
issued, it would be back to 
square one. 

Regarding the hearing, 
Bray said, “I feel we were 
organized and well pre¬ 
pared to put on our case. 
They were given every 
opportunity to put on their 
case. If they felt the proce¬ 
dure was unfair, the Supe¬ 
rior Court could reverse 
the decision." She specu¬ 
lated that Mallen and 
Thornton may want "a sec¬ 
ond bite at the apple," and 
asked, "Is that fair? I don’t 
think so." 

At this point the council 
has yet to see the letter 
Thornton has sent. The is¬ 
sue will be discussed at 
next Tuesdays council 
meeting. As to the proce¬ 
dure for attempting to

- get a looser fit; this prevents separation at lines of seams.

components can do for the patient. I am convinced now 
that you had your eyes opened to the necessity, and got 
the story across to people of our community. I hope it 
provides a real boost to the program. 

I would like to invite you to join with me in another 
phase of the blood program. This afternoon I will be 
going to the City of Hope to donate platelets, as do sev¬ 
eral other people in our community. The platelets are 
needed by people undergoing radiation for the treatment 
of their cancer. 

The procedure consists of taking blood out of one arm, 
passing it through a centrifuge, removing the platelets, 
and putting it back in the other arm. Now the body re¬ 
places platelets in the normal body almost as fast as they 
are taken away, or die off naturally. They only live for 
five days in the body and the hospital must use them up 
in the same length of time. There is always a shortage 
of platelets and a good story, may help the program. 

Platelets can be donated 24 times a year, the one draw¬ 
back is that the process takes about three hours and it is 
not always easy to work it into a working person’s sched¬ 
ule. The process is interesting and I do manage to make 
it about every couple of months. One advantage over the 
blood bank procedure they do have comfortable easy 
chairs and you have your own television to see some 
entertaining show to help kill the time. 

Here is just one more program that demonstrates it is 
much better to give than receive.

FISHING TRIPS AND BATTLESHIPS 


Remembering back years ago. I’ve always had a han¬ 
kering for fishing. After telling you about my incinera¬ 
tor fishing trip it sparked a recollection in me about an¬ 
other fishing trip I was on. 

I remember my grandpa walking into the house one 
afternoon with a big burlap sack hung over his shoul¬ 
der. Out of the top of the sack was a big fish’s tail. 
Grandpa had the proudest look on his face about what 
was in the sack. I eagerly waited to see what it was. 

Grandpa set the sack in the kitchen sink and emptied 
it of its contents. It was the biggest fish I had ever seen. 
It was brown and speckled and real flat on one side and 
both eyes came out of one side of its head. It was a HAL¬ 
IBUT! 

It must have weighed thirty pounds and boy! Was it 
beautiful. I asked Grandpa where he got the big fish and 
he told me he got it off the Redondo Beach Pier. This 
sparked a great desire in me to do some “real” fishing. 

Grandpa cut up the fish in nice size pieces and took 
the skin off and put part of the fish in the freezer. That 
night Mom made the best dinner in the whole world, 
fixing the halibut just right. At the dinner table the whole 
family sat down to enjoy the halibut extravaganza. 

I pestered Dad all through supper to take me to Re¬ 
dondo Beach, so I could catch a big fish, like Grandpa 
did. After a couple of weeks of incessant pestering I 
finally got Dad to commit himself on our own fishing 
expedition. That was the best day in my whole life. We 
were going to go fishing the following Saturday. 

We had to get up real early and get on the road be¬ 
fore the sun came up, because it was a long way to the 
beach. In those days there were no freeways to speak 
of that would even take you close to a beach, so Dad had 
to take all street traffic to get there. 

Well, Saturday came. It was a long time until Satur¬ 
day that week. I couldn’t sleep much that night because 
I was all excited. My alarm clock went off at 4 a.m. and 
I jumped out of bed and dressed myself an brushed my 
teeth and hurried out to the kitchen.

I passed all that up because I want¬ 
ed to get up on the pier an get fishing. 

The Redondo Beach Pier had one long pier that 
stretched straight out into the ocean about a quarter of a 
mile, then there was another pier hooked on to that pier, 
we called that the horseshoe pier. 

Dad and I elected to go out towards the end of the long 
pier. It was faintly pink and blue out over the ocean. Dad 
found just the right spot. Dad went over to the bait house 
that was next door and got us some bait and rented two 
fishing poles. While he was doing that I put water in the 
bucket and opened the fishing kit and got the pliers out 
and two knives to cut the bait. Soon we were ready to 
fish. 

Dad put my line in the water first and then he put his 
line in. We fished for a little while and didn’t catch 
anything, but it was so pretty watching the sun come up 
and looking at the ocean. 

The pier really started to get busy after that and it got 
real crowded next to us. Fishermen were all around us, 
up and down the pier, with their lines in the water. I 
thought I’d better check my bait, so I started to reel in 
my line and just then I thought I got a HIT! 

I just knew that the fish was as big as Grandpa’s hal¬ 
ibut. Dad yelled “bring it in. Tommy.” I tried to. That 
fish took off up and down the pier and got everybody’s 
lines tangled. BOY! There were about ten fishermen 
really mad at me. But one of them brought my fish up- 


-it was MINE! I didn’t care if their lines got tangled. I 
GOT MY FISH!!! 

One of the fishermen handed me my fish. It was a 
great big mackerel. I put that fish in the bucket and that 
was my catch for the day. I think Dad caught a couple 
of fish. I can’t remember for sure. All I remember is 
watching my big old mackerel swimming in the bucket 
of water. 

That was my first and not forgotten episode of going 
real fishing. 

When I was six years old we moved into a little house 
at the west end of Montecito Street. I loved that little 
house for more than one reason. It had a great big open 
air porch with a railing all around it. 

The porch was my “Battleship” and I was the master 
of it. I remember getting a broom and using it for either 
a oar to paddle the ship or as a gun. I could fire on the 
enemy. 

There was a little girl my age that lived next door to 
us. Her name was Cathy and she and I hit it off right 
from the start. She would hear me yelling at my crew 
from next door and run over to my house to see if she 
could play with me. I always said o.k. She got to be my 
first love after Miss Striker, my kindergarten teacher. 
We did everything together. She helped me to have the 
best porch “battleship” that there ever was. 

One day she came over to my house and was crying. 
I met her at the door and asked her what was wrong. She 
just said she would tell me in a little bit. I said o.k. lets 
play then. And she said o.k. I went to the closet and 
came out with one of my Dad’s belts and a lamp shade. 
I said, “Let’s go outside” and we walked up the path and 
sat on the curb out in front. I gave Cathy the belt, my 
Dad’s belt to put around her and I put the lamp shade on 
my head for a hat. 

Then she told me why she was crying-she was mov¬ 
ing away in a couple days and we wouldn’t see each 
other anymore because she was moving out of town. 
Well, we both put our arms around each other-belt, lamp 
shade and all. We both cried for the longest time. Then 
she said he had to go and walked down our driveway to 
her house. 

The battleship was never the same.

“It’s just about the mu¬ 
sic,” says Dr. Dhun Seth¬ 
na, about his second book, 
“Classical Music for Ev¬ 
erybody”. Subtitled “A 
Companion to Good Lis¬ 
tening,” the book is de¬ 
signed to bring about an 
interest in and knowledge 
of classical music for peo¬ 
ple without much expo¬ 
sure to it, and also to pro¬ 
vide some insight and in¬ 
formation about certain 
pieces to people who may 
already have a familiarity 
with them. 

Says Sethna, “It’s 
meant for people who are 
intimidated by classical 
music. There’s a misim- 
pression that you have to 
be scholarly to enjoy clas¬ 
sical music, and that’s not 
the case.” The book tries to 
appeal to as many people 
as possible, and it suc¬ 
ceeds. Most books about 
classical music are either 
overly technical, losing 
those readers who are not 
themselves musicians, or 
at the other end of the 
spectrum, they overdo the 
biographical aspects of a 
composer, and ignore the 
music. What Sethna does, 
and does well, is to provide 
an overview and under¬ 
standing of various pieces, 
focusing on the music 
without bogging down in 
it. 

Perhaps nothing I can 
say about the book would 
do it the justice that world- 
renowned conductor 
Zubin Mehta did by agree¬ 
ing to write the foreword. 
Sethna contacted Mehta 
and asked him to consider 
writing the foreword. Me¬ 
hta said that he was busy, 
but he would read a chap¬ 
ter or two. After reading a 
couple of chapters, Mehta 
said he’d read the book.

In those days before re¬ 
frigeration Robert’s Mar¬ 
ket, now Howie’s Ranch 
Market, was famous for a 
large ceramic frog from 
which a mist of water was 
sprayed across the green 
produce to keep it fresh. 
The market became 
known as “The Home of 
the Green Frog” with a log 
that said “our greens are 
great” 1998 will mark 70 
years since Harold and 
Leila Roberts established 
the market. Bob Quam- 
strom, who has worked for 
Roberts, now Howie’s, for 
a total of 35 years, gave a 
lively presentation at Ki- 
wanis luncheon meeting 
about the market and about 
his own days of growing 
up in Sierra Madre. Bob 
says he cares about two 
things in life, his family 
and Howie’s. This is cer¬ 
tainly evident when you 
shop in Howie’s, how 
ready he is to serve you, to 
be helpful, to order if they 
are out of stock and to try 
to order something you 
would like which they may 
not carry. 

The Quamstrom family 



settled in Sierra Madre in 
1949, coming here from 
Los Angeles when Bob 
was four years old. He 
was the second oldest of 
seven children. Bob has 
fond memories of growing 
up in Sierra Madre, swim¬ 
ming in the Canyon pool, 
which was freezing, as ev¬ 
eryone says and going to 
movies at our local movie 
theatre which is today’s 
Sierra Madre Playhouse. 

His first job was help¬ 
ing around the orange or¬ 
chards at Vannier’s. The 
Vannier family came here 
in 1888 and Mr. Vannier 
planted oranges on a plot 
of land on Hermosa be¬ 
tween Ramona and Man- 
zanita. The family later 
had a popular retirement 
home there known as “The 
House in the Orange 
Grove.” That is gone now, 
replaced by modern 
homes. A son, Webster, 
was Sierra Madre mayor 
form 1959 to 1963. 

In 1962, when he was 
16, Bob was hired as a box 
boy at Robert’s Market. 
He soon owned a ’49 Ford 
coupe and drove himself to 
high school. Susie Jones, 
cute with a bouffant hair 
style, caught Bob’s eye 
when she waited for the 
bus to school. He asked 
her if he could give her a 
ride to school. Since she 
was not yet 15, she said 
he’d have to get her fa¬ 
ther’s permission. James 
Jones, her father, longtime 
resident here, worked at 
Roess Market for 29 years 
and was a friend of Bob’s 
father. Well, when Bob 
rang the Jones’ doorbell, 
Mr. Jones welcomed this 
box boy warmly - permis¬ 
sion granted. 

Marriage to Susie took 
place in 1968 and they 
have raised three children. 
Bob, Jr., age 26, Sheri, 24 
and Stacey, 20. Susie is 
still cute and attended the 


Kiwanis luncheon that 
day. 

Robert’s Market was 
founded by the Roberts, 
who came to Sierra Madre 
from Kansas in 1921, 
seeking a more healthful 
climate to cure Mr. Rob¬ 
erts’ TB. With the help of 
his wife, a World War I 
Army nurse, he recovered. 
Learning that the grocery 
business could be lucra¬ 
tive, they opened a market 
in 1928 on the corner 
where Happy’s Liquor is 
located today. Soon they 
needed more room and 
moved across the street to 
the present site. On the 
east end of their market 
was Pickett’s filling sta¬ 
tion, on the west end. 
Decker’s bakery. In 1957 
Pickett left and Robert’s 
expanded into that end and 
when a later bakery own¬ 
er moved out that became 
the market’s liquor depart¬ 
ment. 

At first they were an 
open air market with iron 
gates that were closed at 
night. During the ’50s the 
market was closed in. Be¬ 
sides their “Home of the 
Green Frog” sign on the 
roof, at Christmas time 
they also had Santa and 
sleigh and all his reindeer 
including Rudolph with 
“his nose so bright” riding 
across that roof top. 

The Roberts were very 
active in the community 
and gave great support to 
the town. Harold died in 
1959 and Leila in 1976. A 
major contribution made 
to the community by Mrs. 
Roberts were very beauti¬ 
ful, elaborate figures for 
the Christmas creche in 
Kersting Ct. Sadly, one 
year someone set fire de¬ 
stroying the creche. Only 
a wooden cross survived. 
Quickly, the community 
rallied and replaced the 
figures, but Mrs. Roberts 
deserves much recognition 
for starting this Sierra Ma-

dre tradition. 

After she retired, her 
daughters, Roberta and 
Marvel, ran the market 
until it was purchased by 
three brothers, Duncan, 
Jack and John Howie, who 
also owned the Howie’s in 
San Gabriel after Jack and 
John died, Duncan sold 
both markets ten years 
ago. Kathy Picano is now 
owner and she is also a 
Kiwanis member. 

Attending the luncheon 
to hear Bob was Roberta 
Roberts Jones, her daugh¬ 
ter Dee Kennedy and 
granddaughter, Michelle, 
who represents four gener¬ 
ations of the Roberts’ fam¬ 
ily here. Deane Damon, 
now retired, was at the lun¬ 
cheon too. Accept for ser¬ 
vice during World War II 
when he received the Pur¬ 
ple Heart and Bronze Star, 
he worked for 53 years in 
this market and was man¬ 
ager for several years. 

Bob displayed a num¬ 
ber of photographs and 
paintings and Roberta 


brought paintings from her 
home in Oceanside where 
she now resides. The 
paintings of the market 
were by such famous local 
artists such as Bernard 
Wynne and Alfred James 
Dewey. One was even of 
the popular frog and that 
original ceramic frog was 
there at the luncheon, too, 
borrowed from the Sierra 
Madre Historical Preser¬ 
vation Society, where it 
now resides. 

Roberts/Howie’s has 
always stood for quality. 
Harold Roberts once said, 
“Prices speak many times, 
quality but once.” He also, 
said. “We are large 
enough to serve you, and 
small enough to know 
you” and Howie’s carries 
forth with those thoughts 
today. Their high quality 
produce, Taylor’s choice 
meats and their low, com¬ 
petitive prices make them 
a great place to market.

SAUVIGNON BLANC SHOWDOWN 

We had the opportunity to taste three very different 
styles of Sauvignon Blanc. Two from the Napa Valley 
and a Sancerre from France’s upper Loire. 

All three were treated differently during the wine 
making, fermentation and aging processes. Each pos- 
sesed their own unique qualities that make them appeal¬ 
ing for different occasions. 

The Sancerre was a 1993 Cave du Clos Le Perrier, 
very typical of the region with little to no oak. Extremely 
light in bouquet and body, it had crisp if not mineral taste 
that stems from the steep chalk and flint vineyards that 
epitomize the region. This wine, already four years in 
the bottle may have lost some of the fruit and tangy 
qualities that make Sancerre so deliciously refreshing. 
It came from a well recognized village, Verdigny, but it 
left us wanting something more. It could be that most 
of us are used to richer styles with heavier oak nuances 
that dominate most of California’s vineyards. 

The second wine, Silverado Vineyards 1995 Sauvi¬ 
gnon Blanc from Napa Valley, was much heavier in 
style. The bouquet offered the aromatic qualities we are 
used to. Delicate floral aromas and fresh melons give 
way to reveal crisp herbaceusness. Don’t confuse herbal 
with vegetal. Many people believe that all Sauvignon 
Blancs are grassy and taste like asparagus. This wine 
offers everything you want from this varietal. Crisp, 
clean and fresh, this wine has enough melon and citrus 
flavors, coupled with subtle oak layers to make it a 
wonderful cheese and crackers wine as well as bold 
enough to stand up to many pastas with light sauces or 
poultry dishes. 

The third and final wine was from one of California’s 
premiere producers, Caymus Vineyards. Their 1994 
vintage, a wine composed of 90% Sauvignon Blanc and 
10% Chardonnay is definetly not your typical Sauvi¬ 
gnon. It is barrel fermented and even under goes partial 
malolactic fermentation. The juice is alllowed to ferment 
“sur lies” and is left alone for six to seven months to let 
the particles (lees) settle naturally. This takes the place 
of the usual fining and filtration most wines undergo. It 
allows the full flavor of this varietal to shine through and 
it certainly shows. This wine is rich and creamy, with a 
subtle butter quality. Their is great balance between the 
obvious oak and fruit flavors and the nuttiness in this 
wine makes it inresistable. It has more oak and complex¬ 
ity than many Chardonnays and will complement many 
seafood and risotto dishes. Can be hard to find and it is 
not inexpensive, but it is worth stocking up up to meet 
any occasion-especially the special ones.

The long anticipated 
project to return the park¬ 
ing lot across from Mary’s 
Market to it’s former sim¬ 
plicity and beauty, while 
retaining its functionality, 
has been approved, and 
residents are excited. Says 
Tom Hammond, owner of 
Mary’s Market, “I look out 
there all the time, so any¬ 
thing that will make it look 
better will be great, and the 
design plans are fantastic.” 

Kris Miller-Fisher, 
whose husband Marc de¬ 
signed the project and has 
drawn several sketches, 
says the project has been 
years in the making. 
“Many generations of 
drawings and nians have 
been looked at,” she said. 
The existing bushes at the 
east end of the lot will be 
removed, but fear not! 
Five sycamores and two 
other trees will be planted. 
There will also be a path to 
the wall, where residents 
can sit overlooking the 
stream. Old-fashioned 
light fixtures, with bases 
resembling trees, will be 
installed. The sycamores 
grow quickly, and will 
provide some shade for the 
public. At the northeast 
corner of the property, a 
ring of stones will sur¬ 
round a sycamore over¬ 
looking the stream, where 
customers can sit and eat 
one of Tom’s famed sand¬ 
wiches and watch the 
stream.

the Canyon Park Improve¬ 
ment Association. 

It was in 1959 that the 
plan to make the property 
into a parking area went 
into effect, in a narrow 
Foothill Areas Homeown¬ 
ers’ Association Vote.
